BATTLE OF RHAMANIE. 

On the 22d we met the Nile, at Rhamanie, and 
joined, the divifion of General Dugua, who had pro- 
ceeded to Rofatta, by forced marches. The divilion 
of General Defaix was attacked by'a body of>feven or 
eight hundred Mamelucks, who'after a‘ brifk cannon- 
ade, and the lofs of fome men, retired. 

Mi BATTLE ‘OF CHEBREISSA. 

Inthe mean time [learnt that Murat Bey, at ‘the 
head of his army, compofed of & contiderable force ‘of 
cavalry, with eight or ten large cannon, and feveral bat- 
teriés upon the Nile;.was advaneing. We wait- 
ed wear the village of Chebreifla. On the evening 
of the 24th we-began to march towards it. The 25th 
at day break, we arrived there. We had only 200 ca- 
valry wearied and hartaffed. The Mamelucks ‘had ‘a 
magnificent body of cavalry, covered ‘with, gold and fil- 
ver arms of the be(t kind ; .carbines,, pi‘tols, ot the ma- 
nufafture of London, the belt fabres of the Eat, and 
mounted on the belt horfes onthe continent. The ar- 
my was ranged—each divifion forming a battalion four 
deep, their baggage in the centre, and the artillery in 
the fpaces between the battalions. ‘T’he battalions were 
ranked, thezd and 4th divifion behind the 1ft and 3d. 
The five divifions of the armywere placed en echelons, 
flanking each other, and flanked by two villages which 
we occupied. Citizen Perree, chief of the divifion of 
marine, with three armed ‘floops,a chebeck and @ galley, 
‘proc. eded to the attack of the enemy’s flotilla. The 
battle was extremely obftinate. Perrec, the chief of di- 
vifion,was wounded in the arm with a cannon ball 3. but 
by his good difpofition and his intrepidity regained pof- 
fefhon of three Moops and a galley which the Mamelucks 
had taken, and cm to their Admiral’s fhhip. Citi- 
zens Monge and ollet, who were in the chebeck, 
evinced at the moft difficult moment the utmott courage 
—General Andreofl, who commanded the troops, ton- 
dugted himfelf perfeatly to my fatisfattion, The caval. 
ry of the Mamelucks foon inundated all the plain, fur- 
rounded all the w%hgs of our army, and prefied us op 
all fides in flank and in the rear; but they every where 
found our line was equally formidable, and oppoled 
them with a double fire from the flank and front. ‘They 
many times endeavoured to charge, but without deter- 
mination. Some more bold fkirmifhed with us, but 
they were received by the balls of the carbineers placed 
before the battalions. In fine, aftet having remained a 
part of the day at.about half cannon thot diftance, they 
commenced their retreat and difappeared. We may eh 
timate their lofs at about 300 men killed and. wounded, 
We had marched, during eight days, in want of evety 
thing ; and in one of the hotteft climates in the world, 
On the morning of the 2d Thermidor, we perceived 
the Pyramids. ‘Theevening of-the 2d, we found our. 
felves within fix miles of Cairo; and I learnt that the 
23 Beys, with all their forces, were entrenched at Lam- 
babe ; that they had covered their entrenchments with 
more than 6o pieces of cannon. 

BATTLE OF THE PYRAMIDS. ' 

On the 3d, at day break, we met their advanced 
guard, which we purfued from village to village. At 
two in the afternoon we found ourfelves at the enemies 
entrenchments. I ordered the divifions of General 
Defaix and Reynier to take a pofition to the right, be- 
tween Gizah and Lambabe, in order to cut of the 
communications of the eneray with higher Egypt, their 
natural retreat. ‘The army was ranged in the fame 
manner as at the battle of Chebreifla, 

The inftant that Mourat Bey perceived the movement 
of General Defaix, he refolved to charge. He fent 
one of the braveft of his Beys with a chofen body of 
troops, who charged the troops with the tapidity of 
lightning, We let them approach within fifty paces, 
when we overwhelmed them with a fhower of balls, 
which made vaft numbers fall on the field of battle. — 
They threw themfelves.between the {paces which form- 
ed the two divifieas,.where they were received by a 
double fire, which finifhed their defeat. I feized the 
moment, and ordered the divifion of General Bon, who 
was upon the Nile, to proceed to the attack of the en- 
trenchments ; and General Vial, who commanded the 
divifion of General Menou, to proceed between the bo- 
dy of troops which had charged him and the entrench- 
ments, in order to accomplifh this triple obje&—to 
prevent the body of troops. from re-entering the en- 
trenchments—to cut off the retreat of thofe who occu- 
pied them—and, laitly, if it fhould be neceflary, to at- 
tack the encrenchments On the left. ‘The inflant Ge- 
nerals Vial ard Bon advanced, they ordered the fir(t 
and third divifions of each battalion to range in columns 
tor the attack, while the fecond and third preferved 
the fame pofition, forming always a battalion four deep, 
and advanced to maintain the colusnns of attack. 

The columns of attack of General Bon, commanded 
by the b:ave Gen. Rampon, threw themfelves into the 
en'renchments with ztheir ufual impetuofity, notwith- 
ttanding the bre of a great quantity of artillery, when the 
Mamelucks chirged them. They went out of their en- 
teachments at full gallop. Our columns had time to

After a number of battles which the traops I command 
had gained over fuperior forces, I thought’ it not pru- 
dent to praife their continence and fang froid on this oc- 
cafton ; for truly this new'kind of warefate required, on 
their part, a degree Of patience, forming a {trong con- 
traft with French impetudfity. If they had abandoned 
themfelves to their full ardour, they would not have 
gained a vigtory which was only to be obtained by the 
greate(t coolnefs and patience. The cavalry of the Ma- 
melucks fhewed great bravery. ‘I'hey defended their 
fortunes ; for there was not one of them on whom our 
foldiers did not find three, foar, and five hundred louis 
dors. All the luxury of thefe people confift in their 
horfes and arms. Their houfes are wretched. It is 
difficult to find a country more fertile, or a people more 
miferable, more ignorant, and more ftupid. ‘I’hey pre- 
fer a button of our foldiers to a crown of fix franks va- 
lue. In the villages, they do not even know the ufe of 
a pair of fciffars. ‘They have no moveables but a {traw 
mat, ,and two or three earthen pots. In general they 
eat but few. things. ‘They do not know the ufe of 
wind mills,- 10 that we have conftantly immenfe quatti- 
ties of grain without any flour. The fmall quantity of 
‘grain which they corivert into flour, they bruife-with 
{tones 3 add in fome of the large villages they have mills, 
which are turned by oxen. We-have been continually 
harraffed by the Arabs, who are the greateft robbers and 
the-greateft villains on earth, affaflinating the, ‘Tarks as 
well as the French, and all who fall into their hands. — 
The General of Brigade, Mureur, and feveral other 
*aides-de-camp, and officers of the etat major, have been 
affaflinated by thefe ‘wretches. Concealed behind 
itches, or in trenchesy upon their excellent little hor+ 
fes, unfortunate it is for him who ftrays.1>0 paces from 
the columns. :

On the 18th Thermidor (Auguft 5.) I ordered the 
divifion of General Beynier to advance to Elhana, to 
fupport General Leclerc of the cavalry, who was enga- 
ged with a body of Arabs, mounted on horfeback, and 
the peafants of the country, whom Ibrahim Bey had 
found means to colleé&t. «He killed about fifty of the 


~peafants, with a few of the Arabs, and took poffeflion 


of the village of Elhana. I difpatched alfo the divi- 
fjons commanded by General Lunnes, and that com- 
manded by General Dugua. We proceeded by forced 
marches towards Syria, driving always before us Ibra- 
him Bey, and the army which he commanded. Be- 
fore we arrived at Belbeys, we refcued part of a cara- 
van of Mecca, whom the Arabs had taken prifoners, 
and were conveying to the defert, into which they had 
already penetrated to the diftance of two leagues. I 
caufed them to be conduéted to Cairo under a {trong e- 
{cort. We found at Leyurein another part of the cara- 
van, confilting of merchants, who had been firit Ltop- 
ped by Ibrahim Bey, and afterwards difmiffed and plun- 
dered by the Arabs. I caufed their fcattered effects to 
be collected, and conducted to Cairo. The quantity 
plundered by the Arabs muft have been confiderable. 
One merchant afflured me that be had loft fhawls, and 
other India goods, to the amount of two hundred thou- 
{and crowns. This merchant had with him, according 
to the cuftom of the countfy, all his women. I gave 
them a fupper, and provided them with camels to carry 
them to Cairo. Several of them were exceedingly gen- 
teel, but their faces were veiled, a cuftom to which it 
is difficult for the army to be reconciled. 

We arrived at Salehich, which is the laft inhabited 
place of Egypt where there is good water, and where 
the defart commences which feparates Syria from E- 
gypt. As Ibrahim Bey with his army, his treafures, 
and his women, had juit quitted Salehich, I purfued 
him with the few cavalry I had with me; we faw his 
immenfe baggage file off before us. A party of 150 
Arabs who accompanied us, propofed to charge with 
us, in order to fhare in the booty: night approached, 
our horfes were fatigued, and the infantry at a great di- 
ftance. General Leclerc charging the rear guard,— 
We took from them two pieces of cannon which they 
had, and about fifty camels, laden with tents and dif. 
ferent effects, ‘The Mamelucks fupported the charge 
with the utmoft courage. D’E(trus, Chef de’efcadron, 
of the 7th huffars was mortally wounded, and my aid- 
de-camp Soulkowfti, received feven or eight wounds 
from a fabre, and feveral from fire arms. The 
7th hbuflars and the 22d chaffeurs, and the gd 
and £5th dragoons behaved exceedingly well. The 
Mamelucks are remarkably brave, and would form an 
excellent corps of light cavalry ; they are richly dreffed, 
armed with the greateit care, and mounted upon horfes 
of the beft quality.

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IRELAND 
COMMISSION INTELLLIGY NCP 

The Commiflion of Oyer and Terminer was opened 

Saturday laft, by the Right Honourable the Dorp 
tAvor, before the Honouraole Baron Geonor and 
the Honourable Juitice Day, when new grand juries 
were {worn in for the county and city of Dublin, 
Baron Grorce then delivered his charge, the out- 
lines of which were to the foliowing effedt : 

GENTLEMEN, 

This is the firft :ime that your country has called 

upon you to exercife the duties of your prefent charac- 

ter, fince the pafling of an a&, which better provides 

for the adminiflratiou of jultice than on former Com- 
mifhons of Oyer and Terminer, and by which the 
anxious folicitude of the Judge is greatly relieved. I 

have often before, both as Recorder and as Judge, ad- 

dreifed moft of you, and know too well your perfect 

knowledge and refpe@ for the moral obligations of an 

oath, and the dutigs which that you have juit now taken 

impufes on you, to take up your time by any obferva- 

tions on the fubjeét. 1 will not, therefore, delay you, 

but call yoor attention at once to the nature aod def- 

cription of 'thofe crimes molt prevalent in the prefent 

day. 

Formerly, thofe offences which violated the laws and 

peace of fociety, arofe out of individual depravity, and 

were directed againit the life or property of an individa- 

al fubjeét, but of late, erime has afluméd a more extend- 

ed object and operation, and hus beea directed to the 

deftruction of the King’s Crown, and the overthrow of 
eur happy Conftitution—and to the murder, or at leat 
banithment of every con‘titutional man and Joyal. fubject 
—The crimes which (lill abound, unfortunately thew 

that this difpofition to licentioufnels and difordér has 
not yet ceased, but no doubr'can exift as to the fuccefs 
of thofe meafures wilely adopted by Goyernment to ob- 
viate the calamities which yet afflict partyof the king- 
dom. But, Gentlemen, the evils which latterly, all of 
us have in fome degree witnefled—and whichhave been 
more particularly felt in fome parts of our country, will 
not have pafled away without leaving behind them fome 
benetit, and much inftruction.. The local prevaleace of 
anarchy and treafon have ferved to thew rath and incon- 
fiderate men what they were to have expected, and 
what would have been the condition of the country, had 
rebellion fucceeded in its attempt ; and convinced them 
of thofe truths to which, otherwile, they might yet 
have remained fceptical. 

This kingdom fepiruted by feas, and abounding as 
the does in natural advantages, would have been an 
afylum to which the talents and riches.of Europe would 
have flown tor retuge from the horrid tyranny of France; 
and war, inftead of being an evil, would have rendered 
this country more’profperous and happy, had its péople 
been left to the influence of theit own good fenle and 
na‘ural difpofition.—Now the reverfe is fad indeed all 
tanks and denominations of men, by the cruel and un- 
relenting labours of men ftiliog themfelves United LIrihh- 
men, have been feduced from their allegiance wo a 
King who, during a mild Government of eight and 
thirty years, has proved that the happinefs of his peo- 
ple has always been the object of his fondeft devotion ; 
and whofe paternal kindnefs his Irith fubje€ts have par- 
ticularly experienced. i 

Every confiderate man knows the duty of allegiance 
and the moral and political obligations involved tierein 
-—he knows that thofe obligations aré mutual aad re- 
ciprocal between the Sovereign and the people, ~ The 
King on accepting the Crown takes an oath, by which, 
on his part, he binds himfelf to govern his fabjeéts with 
jultice and merey, according to the known laws of the 
land ; while on the part of the fabjeét, the molt active, 
unequivocal, and zealous fupport of the .Sovereign’s 
perion, crown, and dignity, is fworn to, or implied.— 
Weill has eur gracious Monarch performed his part.of 
the contract, and prefented, thro’ the whole of his reign, 
to the people of thefe kingdoms, one of the firft of hu- 
maa bieflings—a merciful King at the head of a free 
Conttitution—but it fhould be underftood, that ‘the na- 
tural born fubject is as much bound by the circum{ance 
of his birth to allegiance, as he can be by an oath, which, 
in this inftance, does not create the obligation, but is 
declaratory of it. By our allegiance we are bound not 
only to defend the King’s perfon, crown, and dignity, 
but alfo to difclofe the knowledge we may acquire ‘of 
any confpitacy holtile thereto, and the breach or ne- 
gleé of thefe duties is deemed treafon or mifprifion of 
treafon. It is not enough that we are merely paflive io 
our obedience, but we fhould be active in the difcharge 
of thofe duties which connect us with our Soveteign— 
duties which the brave and loyal yeomanry of Ireland 
have lately fullilled in the moft plorious and effectual 
manner—and which has been honourably and meritori- 
oufly acted upon, by thofe, whofe evidence in a Court 
of Jultice, has affifted in fraftrating the plang of treafon, 
and bringing the traitor under the inflictions of the law. 
The obligations which this defcription of men confer on 
ociety are of the firit clafs of importance, and to rendail 
them unpopular for difcharging this duty, is but the po- 
licy of wicked men, who thus feek to elude that con- 
viction and punifiment merited by their crimes. 

The {mallet reileGion mult coavince every man that 
it is not lefs his intereft than his duty to ‘fulfil, to the 
utmoft extent, the part of a loyal fubje@. In fupport- 
ing the throne of the King, we do but, defend ourlelves 
and families—and he cannot fuffer in his autherity, 
without involving the country ia blood and confufion. 
A (troke aimed at the Sovereign is direéted againft the 
public fafety, and they cannot be feparated and exit. 

A confpiracy, the moft foul, unnatural, and deadly, 
has recently exilted, which, hy the wifdom and vigour 
of the Goverument, and the prevailing loyalty of the 
country, has'been happily defeated; on the objedts of 
that confpiracy the Reports of the Secret Committee of 
both Howfes of Parliament throw the moft convincing 
lights, and thew what wicked means and uoworthy in- 
ftruments were employed io the plot——nof camwe won- 
derat the numbers who had engaged in ity when. it is 
confidered-how much calculated it was to’ attach to it 
the ambitious, the diftontented, and the profligate of 
a numerous population ; but I trufl ia God, that fo in- 
(truéted are the people of ihis country by confequeaces, 
they will, in future, court rank, promotiun, and riches 
by the exereife of virtue, talent, and induftry, and feel 
convinced, that in the purfuits of avarice or ambition it 
is no lefs impolitic than vicious to endeavour to thorten 
the road by the commiflion of crime. : 

Undet the profeton of patriotifm, this confpiracy 
had grown into fuch force as to grapple with the Go- 
vernment 3 but the proof that the be(t pailions of the 
foul, and the fairelt femblances ‘of virtue, canbe con- 
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verted into iaftruments dangerovs to focicty,, will make 
it very difficult hereafter for treafon to affume the mafic

be fo credulous as to believétt, that nien clofeted in 


myfterious communion, and requiring to be bound by 
oaths of fecrecy have no other objeé in view than that 
of Parliamentdty Reform; of that the’main who vaunts 
his adoption of the principles of French impiety, which 
has laid the axe to the very root of religion, fubftitured 
in the temple of Chrilt, the tdolatry of R.efon, and 
driven the Pope into poverty, mifery, and exile—that 
fuch a man can be the fincere friend of the Catholic or 
again induce him to take ap armé againft that Govern- 
ment whichy even during along and éxpentive war has 
contributed to the permanency of the Cathutic, religion 
in this country, by the munificent endowment of a Ca- 
tholic college 3 and in future, fhould numerous bodies 
of men; profefling a lawful abje@t, meet in fecret Com- 
mutee, they will be confidered as if they were rebels in 
open arms, and punifhed accordingly. 

In the hiftory of every people that I have met with, 
I invariably find, that the moft ambitious and unprinci- 
pled ufurpers have’ always fet out with profeiliog to be 
the poor mau’s friend; an affeétation of philanthropy 
which the principal abettors of the Trifh Union have 
uniformly put on. But how has thig friendly folicitude 
been manifefted? In every town and village they have 
been called from their ufeful Jabours and peaceable 
enjoyments to the work. of impracticable mifchief. 
The alarm. thus created had a general and deftruétive 
influence ; nyanufactures ceafed, every man became his 
own. banker, and the circulation of money was impe 
ded; nought was feen but the indications of hoftility 
aud difmay, aod the preparation of arms, either for 
attack or defence, was the fole and genera! occupation. 
This ie-bot a feint dketch of the towns and- villages. 
The heads. of .the Union did not confine themfelves 
here, but extended their fatal and dettructive influence 
over the Onte peaceable and happy peafantry; the 
humble conterit and fimplicity of rural life were poi- 
foned,, and the hufbanditian was called from his virtuous 
and important labours to the midnight contemplation 
and arrangement of maflacre and plunder.

‘The 
emtiffaries of the Union created wants never before heard 
of in their humble aud happy walk of life, and only 
poflibly attendant dn tlofe of the higher orders; :hey 
excited: hopes and paflions hoftile to the order and 
welfare of focicty, and alatmet their fears by falfe 
news, and imaginary dangers; and when it was found 
¢onvenient.to call forth the rabble, they fharpened 
their appetite for blood and mifchief, by the practice 
of plunder. eS ag 

* What the confequences ‘have been, are, alas! too 
well known, and tog generally felt. The {pace which 
once was animated and filled by:peaceful induftry, and 
which echoed the fong of joy and comfort, is now a fi- 
lent, defolate and‘blighted- wafte, where all was har- 
mony, difcord now reigns; and the dwelling, which 
but lately prefented the happy fcene of a chearful wife 
and playfal family, clofing with joy and bleffings the day 
of honeft labour, if it yet ftands, rings with the criés of 
the {tarving orphan, and.the frantic widow, curfing’ the 
wretches who feduced, or ps forced ber hufband 
into rebellion. Such, gentlemen, or worfe, is the af- 
pect which too ‘many ‘parts of Welaad now prefent to’ 
the eye of fenfibility, aries Se Od 

But fee how contradigtory to plain fenfe and ‘reafon 
were the delufions to.which fo many, and fome even of 
the better fort, had yielded. He «who had. affited to 
the plunder of his opulent néighbour, what fecarity had 
he againft a fimilar fate? When the law is extin& pro- 
perty ‘becomiés precarious, and be who poflelics it to-day 
holdsit daly ati coveted by one {tronger. How long 
could-the plindeter Hope to enjoy what he had ‘thas ac- 
quired ? or would riches ceafe to be coveted becaufe 
transferred’ to his hands? No, a fecond, anda third 
{poiler would come, and while there exifted a variety of 
{trength, there would {till be a variety and fucceflion of 
the righs of power. Let not, therefore, any man hope 
to rife ia his fortunes againit the»Conftitution and the 
Law; the-enjoyments of life are feldom truly eftimated 
until forfeited or interrupted, and I truft that the peo» 
ple of this‘country are-taught to value, properly, thofe 
which they.derived from a Government of jaw. and 
order. 

Gentlemén, on the evidence admiffible in. cafes of 
high treafon, permit me to fay a few words.—From the 
very nature of the crime, and the criminals being bound 
in oaths of fecrecy, written papers and accomplices are 
the only proofs that can be expected ; and of this the 

| United frifhmen feemed to have been fully aware. *To 
the difgrace of the profeffion there were fome barrifters 
among them, and by the advice of thefe the ufe of the 
pen was avoided as much as poffible ; but to fecure a- 
gainit difcovery there were fuch an halt of accomplices,

Fencibles in particular. - The army under the command 
of General Laxe purfued the French and rebels four 
days {nccellively, during which time they had neither 
tent or bianket to cover ‘them, and, within the ialt 
thirty-fix hours before the action, they had marched 
forty Irith miles. In this long and fatiguing purfurt, 
the Reay Fencibles, under the command of Major An- 
prew Ross, diltinguithed themfelves fo remarkably, 
that, at the commencement of the battle, when {tation- 
ed in the centre of five regiments, they were ordered 
by General Laxe, to pafs the two regiments in front, 
and charge the enemy, which they did, with fuch ra- 
pidity and {pirit, that the enemy in difinay fled on their 
proach, without firing a thot, a general purfuit taking 
place ; a dreadful carnage enfued, and many prifoners 
were taken. On the day after the action Generals 
Lake and Tavzor paid this gallant regiment the bigh- 
eft compliments, and the former would not allow any 
otherregiment to guard him, during the three days the 
army remained on the ficld of battle. About a month 
thereafter, General Laxe being in Dublin, and hearing 
of the death of the Lieutenant Colonel of the regiment, 
he immediately, and without the folicitation or even 
knowledge of Major Ross, waited on ages Coan- 
watts, aiked the commiflion, and obtained it for him, 
doing not more honour thereby to this brave officer 
than to bimfelf, by his zeal in_{eizing the carlictt op- 
portunity of rewarding meritorious fervices.
